Two Caaea Sent Back by the Superior 
Court on a Question of 
Jurisdiction. 

Morris ts. Commonwealth j Jeaup 
ts. Commonwealth.— filed April -I. 
1889. Appeala from Christian Cir- 
cuit Court. Opinion of the court by 
Judge Harbour, leverelng. 

The prOTlsion of the General Stat- 
utes that the County Judge "shall 
haro all the powera of a Justice !u 
penal and criminal prooeodlnga"doea 
not confer Jurisdiction upon the 
County Judge whore the Legislature 
has aubsequently created au offense 
and provided that the fine ahall be 
recovered before a Justice of the 
Peace. 

An aet of the Legislature of April 
8, 1886, created an offenae and pro 
Tided that the penaltlea imposed for 
violations of the act ahould "be re- 
covered by Indictment In the Circuit 
Court or by warrant before any Jus 
ticeorthe Peaco." Held— That the 
County Judge haa no jurisdiction to 
try a warrant leaned lor the violation 
of the act.

A PROBABLE MURDER, 

Guah Henderson Shot Down by Lam 
Morrla and Geo. Tucker. 

A week or moro ago the Kkntuc* 
ian alluded to a rumor that Cuab 
Henderaon bad boon killed by John 
McCalpln. Thla report waa not 
true, but Henderaon waa ahot and 
perhaps mortally wounded Monday 
afternoon at Orrln Henderson's die 
tlllery, near Pilot Rock, iu tbe Mt. 
Veruon district, by Lorn Morrla and 
(ieo. Tucker. Cuab HcDdorsou 
son-in-law of Orrln Henderaon and 
la a blackamitb at E. W. Walker'a 
plaoe on tbe Fairvlew pike. He waa 
at the distillery on a vialt. He had 
previoualy had a difficulty with 
Morris. On the evening in question 
Morrla and Tucker were at the dis- 
tillery. Tucker waa very drunk and 
they lingored at tho distillery after 
it bad been cloaed Henderaon went 
down from tbe bouae to get them to 
leave. Before he came up, according 
to Tucker's statement. Morria aaid to 
him "there'a going to be h— 1 to pay 
when Cuah Henderson get* here" 
and borrowed one of Tucker'* two 
piatola. Henderaon came up aud in 
a peaceable way tried to got the men 
to leave. He helped Tucker mount 
hia mule but Morrla begau to abuse 
him and tboy got into a quarrel 
Finally both mon opened tiro upon 
Henderaon, who waa unarmed, and 
he received two bad wounda. One 
waa in the head and the other in the 
lunga. A third bullet went through 
hia bat. Thla la Henderaon a veralon 
of the affair. He ia confideut both 
men fired upon him. Tucker clalma 
that be waa too drunk to know what 
he did. He aaya Morrla shot and he 
anapped hia pistol but don't know 
whether it fired or not. Tuckor waa 
too druuk to gel away and waa ar 
retted and brought to jail the next 
morning by Constable John Saun- 
ders. Morris escaped and is atlll at 
largo. 

Henderson ia about 35 years old 
and haa a wife and four children. 
He waa reported fatally wounded, 
but no newa of bia death haa reached 
the city. If he ia atlll alive ho may 
get well. 

Tucker is 23 yeara old and ia a 
nephew of Nick (ilbaon. He lived 
with Mr. E. II. Fritz. Morrla la a 
son of Georgo Morrla and Is alao a 
young man. 

There wore no wltncaaee to the af- 
fair except tho participant*, but ac- 
cording to the atalomenta of both 
Henderson and Tucker the ahootlng 
waa entirely unprovoked.

THE ICE QUESTION. 
As this season ia unar at hand for 
parlies (0 inako contracts for their 
supply of ice, it would be well for 
thorn to kWo more atteution than 
usual to the question of the purity of 
ttw art irlo. Only vrithin a few years 
has the fact como to I lie general 
knowlcdjjo of tho public that a groat 
deal of the ico in common ueois prac- 
tically poisouou*. There was a wild, 
popular delusion, loin; entertained 
that no matter how bail the water 
might be when it was onco frozen it 
must be purified. Tho theory waa 
very simple, that freezing waa a puri- 
fying pr.ioeu, and that ics Itself 
might In accepted as the emblem of 
purity. 

Tu« fact is that tho worst poiapus 
•hlltl wi) encounter in our water 
supplies are preserved by freezing 
au-1 turned loose Into the goblet from 
Wli.cu *o aiu ixpcoied to quail' our 
mott refreshing beverage. There is 
nothing that ntwdl luapection more 
th i i ico, not even milk. Tlitre are 
p>u is shout the city that some of 
our ice men regard as lakes, that are 
impure, and this lake ico holds in a 
solid slate the poisons that have been 
contributed to the pools. We are 
not aiming this suggestion at any 
Plrtloniar concern, but it is high timo 
the ice industry garo to the public 
better assurance than heretofore of 
tho quality of their merchandise. 
The question of getting puru iue has 
become a very grave olio. Tho ice 
carries the peculiar dangers that are 
supposed to be altendaut upon pov- 
erty into the homes of those supplied 
with all that uiakcs life pleasiug and 
seemingly secure. The rich as well 
as t is poor sip poison in their ice- 
wat.o*. Tho cities on our groat Lakes 
are much exposed to like evils. 

There has boon a typhoid fever vis 
itatiou in one of the subui bs of Chi- 
cago this wiutcr quite deadly in its 
nature, and that should have pro- 
duced alarm even greater than that 
of which we have been advised. The 
mild form of panic that has prevailed 
among the people did not come soon 
cuough. The question of the water 
supply from lakes when tho intake ol 
tho pumps and outgo of the sewerage 
are within a few miles of each other 
aud there are variahlecurreuts of the 
wind uud water, is a grave complica- 
tion. It has been encountered at 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Chicago aud Mil- 
waukee. A man of genius at Mil- 
waukee recently Invented an im- 
mense screw by which ho takes a 
stream of water twelve feet in diam 
oter out of the harbor aud Hushes tht 
river with it. This is a good thing 
for tho river, but the stain of the city 
can bo seen far out on the lake and 
there are conditions in which it ap 
tiroaclies perilously near the pumps. 
It is a question how to tluah the river 
without poisoning the water supply. 
Tlie question of pure water is ol 
course intimately associated with the 
question of pure ice. Tho public un- 
derstands the former better than the 
latter. Hence tho occasion for ad 
monition and the opportunity of ex 
citing geucral interest in the subject 
that the short supply ol ico nlTords is 
one that should be intelligently im- 
proved, it bocomes every houso 
keeper to make porsoual investigation 
of tho ico question.

Sales on our market for the week 
just closed amount to 2,07.'i thds., 
with receipts of l,:ii2 hhds. for the 
same period. Sales ou our market 
ainco January 1st, amount tn 41,080 
hhds. Sales of the crop of 18SS ou 
our market up to this date aiuouut to 
30,.2!l hhds. 

Sales are now beginning to clearly 
show the clients of the conliiiii.il dry 
weather and the lone of tho market 
for dark tobacco is growing stronger 
with the diminished offerings but we 
are not able to rocord any quotable 
advance in values. It is evident that 
In many localities, where the crop of 
last year still iciiialni the properly ol 
the growers, that the ell'ort for a 
planting is by no means extensive. 
The following quotations fairly rep- 
resent our market for dark tobacco 
both old and new :

Where II it III stand ami Mow n will lie 
Arrange,! and Furnished. 

It will stand facing the sun on a dry 
soil in a wide, clean, timply-sowored, 
Bubstantiully-paved Street, overndoop, 
thoroughly ventilated and lighted cel- 
lar. Tho floor vf tho cellar will bo 
cemented, the walls nnd cuillng plas- 
tered and thle.'tly whitewashed with 
llmo every yatlr. that the house may 
not act us u chimney to draw up into 
its chambers micro-organisms from the 
earth. Doors and windows, somo of 
which extend from floor to colling, will 
bo as abundant as circumstance* per- 
mit, and will bo adjusted to secure, as 



muoh as may be, thorough currents of 
air. Tho outside walls. If of wood or 

brick, will be kept thickly painted, not 
lo shut out ponetraling air, but for the 
sake of dryness. All inside walla will 
no plastered smooth, painted, and, 
however unajstheUft varnished. Mau- 
tols will be of marble, elate, iron, or. 
If w ood, plain, and whether Natural, 
palnlu.l or stained, varnished. Interior 
wood-work, Including floors, will all 
ehow plain surfaces aud ho likewise 
treated. Movable rugs, which can be 
ahaken daily In tho open air- not at 
doom or out of windows, v. In re dust 
Is blown hack into rooms —will cover 
tho Moors. White llr.eu shadoa which 
will soon show tho necessity of wash- 
ing, will protect tho windows. All 
fursjdture will lie plain, with enno scats, 
liorhaps, but without upholstery. Mnt- 
troasus will Ik) covered with oiled Bilk, 
blnnkcLs, sheets and spreads, no com- 
forts or quilts, will constitute the 
bedding. Ol plumbing, there shall bo 
us Hltle us Is necessary, and all there 
is shull bo ox|>osod as is the practice 
now. The inhabited rooms shall bo 
boated only with open tires, the collar 
and hulls by radiated heat, or, belter, 
by hot-air furnoco, which shall take 
its fresh air from above tho top of tho 
house and not from t*io cellar Itself or 
the surface of the earth, whore micro- 
organisms most abound. Thoro will 
bo ••hoiiso-clettnlng" twice a year. 
Put Into this houso Industrious, intol- 
litrent and informed men nnd women - 
absolutely essential conditions— aud as 
much will bo done as at present mny 
bo dono to prevent tho dissemination 
from it of contagiosa disease, when an 
iiunato brings it home from u skeptic 
house, hospital, sluoplng-cur, school 
room, thoutor, church, etc.— N. Y. In

Tho art of otchiug 
is not, as is popularly supposed, a now 
invention, hut tho revival ot an art in 
which Hcmbrondt and Albert Duror 
oxcolod. Tho proc-ss by which nn 
etching U made Is both delicato and 
difficult. It is accomplished by coat- 
ing a copper plato with a preparation 
of wax, u]>on which tho artist traces 
with a sharp instrumcut. called the 
noedlo or point, tho lines of his picture. 
Tho plato Is then immersed in acid, 
which oats Into tho linos laid 
bare by tho neodlo, and tho 
add kith is repeated. The 
linos whon sufficiently bitten aro 
stopped up with lino French varnish. 
Thia process has been repeated more 
than fifty times in somo plates before 
tho proper effect of light and shado 
was obtained. Etching is really a 
drawing on a pluto, thus giving llio 
genuino work of the artist as much ef- 
fect a* in nn oil palming. It is this 
absolute qtinlity of art possessed by 
etchings, as distinguished from tho 
purely mechanical muthods of engrav- 
ing, which gives to them tholr value. 
Tho ink used in printing is thick; the 
plate is warmod by placing it on 
heated mnrble stub so that tho ink will 
flow freely enough to fill up nil tho 
lines. After lukingtho pinto hs rubbed 
clean, leaving tho Ink only in thoiin 
except whore certain effects of light 
and Bhndo may bo desired, not repro 
seated hy tho lines. Thoso can bo ob 
tallied by the skill of tho printer, who 
can produce beautiful effects bv his 
manipulation of the ink upon the plato. 
There is u groat difference In plates 
in this respect, somo requiring much 
more skill to priut than othor*. Aftor 
the plato is ready the pnpor. having 
first boen dumpened, Is plaeod on it 
and thou covered with felt. Tho press 
consists of nn Iron bed, perfectly true 
nnd lovel, for tho plate to rest on. nnd 
an iron rollor which passes ovor tho 
plato, exerting great pressure, so that 
tho paper Is forced Into tho lines of 
the pinte. After each Impression tho 
plate Is cleaned and inked ngain, and 
tho snmo process gono through with, 
so that the printing of etchings can 
not bo hurried. To insure uniformity, 
a samplo print Is before tho printer to 
look at This is either printed by tho 
otchor or superintended by him. So 
great is tho skill required to properly 
print otchtngs that less than half a 
dozen printers in tho country have 
won a reputation as being first-class, 
btchlngs nre quito exponsivo, and 
often bring as high as $1,000.— 2V. Y.
